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Future of the Greenbelt Theater 
Is Discussed at Council Session

“Please, don’t let this thing 
die,’ Peter King of Bowie urged 
the Greenbelt City Council at the 
October 18 public hearing on the 
proposed acquisition by the city 
of the theater in Roosevelt Cen- 
ter. 

King was not alone in his sen- 
trments. Of the 27 speakers who 
clearly stated a position, 25 sup- 
ported acquisition by the city. In 
addition, 54 e-mail correspon- 
dents and one letter writer lent 
their support, with just one e- 
mailer opposed. Many of the e- 
mailers voiced general support 
for keeping the theater open, 
without specifically stating that 
the city should acquire it. 

The turnout and correspon- 
dence were heavily influenced by 
the Friends of the Greenbelt The- 
ater (FOGT). All of the e-mails 
were sent in response to a mes- 
sage from FOGT urging people 
to comment if they could not at- 
tend the meeting. In addition, 
FOGT members, including 
Mayor Judith Davis, worked the 
phones to get people to turn out 
for the meeting. 

And it worked. Over 100 
people crowded into the Multi- 
purpose Room of the Community 
Center (despite a confusing set of 
times and places shown on the 
front page of this newspaper the 
week before, for which we 
apologize) and out into the hall- 
way.

Planning for restrooms in the 
“Buddy” Attick Lake Park contin- 
ues but has slowed. Greenbelt 
City Council members did not 
agree on building materials when 
the facility was discussed at its 
regular meeting on October 11. 
So the city staff will continue 
work and bring back plans for 
review at a future council meet- 
ing. 

Council had reviewed, with 
great detail, restroom facilities at 
the lake park at a worksession on 
March 15. City staff was in- 





Craig Rich, president of the 
Greenbelt Lodge of the Fraternal 
Order of Police, took no position 
on the theater acquisition. How- 
ever, he conveyed his members’ 
concern that spending funds on 
the theater would prevent the city 
from finding the money neces- 
sary to adjust city pay scales to 
make them comparable to salaries 
paid by other jurisdictions. 

Those Opposed 

All who spoke or wrote 
against the city’s taking over the 
theater mentioned the recent sal- 
ary issue. Pat Kennedy, of 
Greenbelt East, asked, “How can 
we spend money on the theater 
when we don’t have the funds to 
properly pay employees?” He 
also noted that many theater 
chains have filed for bankruptcy. 
Noting that there are at least 15 
movie screens in Greenbelt, he 
urged council, “Please don’t 
spend city funds on a very risky 
business.” He also questioned 
whether city staff had the neces- 
sary expertise, especially in com- 
mercial property management, to 
take on the theater. 

City employees Bob Lanier, 
of the police department, and 
Michael Rall (by email), of 
public works, also opposed city 
acquisition of the theater. 
Lanier noted that the police de- 
partment now only has one dis- 
patcher on duty at any time. 
He asked those present to con- 
sider how they would feel if 


structed at that time to proceed 
with plans for the facility. A\l- 
though council makes no deci- 
sions at worksessions, consensus 
by the four council members in 
attendance appeared to have been 
reached on such issues as the 
need for the facility, the site, the 
number of toilets, and the con- 
figuration of the building. 

At the October 11 meeting 
staff brought back plans showing 
two separate buildings connected 
by a trellis/arbor and courtyard. 
There is a small room in each 
building - one for utilities and 
one for a small ranger station. 

The proposed location is be- 
tween the parking lot and the 
basketball court. Council still 
has to decide on interior materi- 
als, landscape design, and the 
color of the accent bands on the 
building that city staff feel would 
give an art deco look to the fa- 
cility. 

No trees or vegetation would 


J - have to be removed to build the 


restrooms. There will be three 


toilets in the women’s room and. 


one toilet and two urinals in the 
men’s room. The facility is in- 
tended to handle regular daily 
usage, not huge crowds at special 
events such as at the 4th of July 


__ |} fireworks display. The buildings 


will be heated and ventilated but 


they called the police to report 
someone breaking into their 
house, only to be put on hold 
because the dispatcher was 
handling another call. 

Councilmember Thomas 
White pointed out that most of 
the expenditures for acquiring 
or renovating the theater would 
be one-time costs that could be 
financed. Further pay adjust- 
ments, however, would be on- 
going, requiring a more perma- 
nent funding source than the 
$300,000 revenue windfall that 
has made acquiring the theater 
possible. 

Those in Favor 

Among those supporting ac- 
quisition of the theater, there 
were several differences of opin- 
ion. Among the issues raised 
were how much of the Center to 
acquire, and whether to retain the 
current operator, 

Four speakers urged council 
to consider purchasing the entire 
Center. Gwen Vaccaro, of Pleas- 
ant Touch, presented a petition 
signed by 17 Roosevelt Center 
businesses, urging council to pur- 
chase as many of the historic 
buildings there as possible. The 
only merchants who did not sign 
were theater operator Paul 
Sanchez, whom Vaccaro did not 
contact, the Bank of America 
(which would need corporate ap- 
proval), and two businesses who 
could not be reached.

not air conditioned. 
City staff suggested using the 





_ same kind of building material as 


was used for the restroom at 
Schrom Hills Park. Using split 
face “CMU” block means no 
need for interior facing, since the 
block surface is, on one side, the 
exterior of the building and on 
the other surface the interior of 
the building. The outer surface is 
rough so as to discourage graffiti. 
The facade suggested is block 
with stone veneer and concrete 
accent bands with standing seam 
metal roof. These are very du- 
rable materials that require low 
maintenance. CMU is available 
in a range of colors, so a color 
can be used that blends well with 
the stone veneer to give the ap- 
pearance of natural materials. 
_ Ranger Station 
“I really don’t want a ranger 
station. I don’t want them sitting 
on their butts,’ I want them out 
and about the park, declared 
councilmember Rodney Roberts. 
Nobody wants the ranger sitting 
there, answered Mayor Judith 
Davis. It is a place to store their 
materials, more of a place to 
leave their things, she continued. 
The entire council desired this 
to be an area where first aid is 
given and phones are available,

City Voters Will Confront 
State, County Ballot Questions

Voters will be asked to decide 
ten ballot questions at the No- 
vember 7 election besides choos- 
ing among candidates for the of- 
fices of president, vice president, 
senator and representative. Eight 
questions were placed on the bal- 
lot by the Prince George’s 
County Council and Executive. 
Two of these are controversial 
and relate to repealing term lim- 
its for the county council and 
county executive. Five deal with 
bond issues and the last relates 
to refuse fees. The two state 
ballot questions have to do with 
constitutional amendments of 
which only one affects this 
county. 

Term Limits 

The county council, by a 6 to 
3 vote, placed two charter 
amendment questions on the bal- 
lot to repeal term limits — one 
for the council and the other for 
the executive. These officehold- 
ers are now prohibited from 
holding their elective office for 
more than two consecutive four- 


year terms. The limits were im- | 


posed as a result of a referendum 
approved by voters in 1992. {A 
citizen petiton drive initiative, 
which garnered 18,000 signh- 
tures, placed the question bef 
the voters. The ballot questi 
carried by just 51% of the vote 
in the county. It also carried in 
Greenbelt. 

In 1994, as a result of the 
term limit amendment, seven of 
the nine county councilmembers 
were forced to step down from 


office. The remaining two pre- 
term limits members had to step 
down in 1998. The seven 
councilmembers elected in 1994, 
many of whom benefitted by 
having popular predecessors 
forced to leave office, now will 
be forced to step down in 2002 
unless the ballot question repeal- 
ing term limits for 
councilmembers is successful in 
this election. 

The term limits adopted in 
1992 also applies to the office of 
county executive. However, then 
executive Parris Glendening was 
gearing up to run for governor in 
1994, an effort that proved to be 
successful. Therefore, the cur- 
rent executive, Wayne Curry, did 
not benefit from the term limit 
restriction being imposed at that 
time. However, if the limits are 
now repealed, Curry would be 
able to seek a third term in 
2002. The county executive is 
opposed to term limits, but has 
not, as yet, actively supported 
the current efforts to repeal 
them. Nor has he ruled out a 
third term if term limits are re- 
pealed. 

Judy Robinson and Robert 
Callahan, have geared up their 
forces to oppose the adoption of 
the two new ballot questions. 
With little campaign funds avail- 
able, their campaign organiza- 
tion, Keep Term Limits Coali- 
tion, has been limited to placing 
yard signs. 

Proponents have done little to 
date, with the Democratic party

Siegel Has Varied Career 
While Active in Community

PJ Siegel is no ordinary lady. 
The fourth of six children, and 
the youngest (by five minutes) of 
the family’s second set of twins, 
Siegel aspired to become a cruise 
director and a trainer for the 
Washington Redskins. She didn’t 
end up in either career, but what 
she found had its own challenges. 

She graduated with honors 
from high school a year early, 
then earned a bachelor of science 
degree from Frostburg State Uni- 
versity, where she majored in rec- 
reation and minored in biology 
and sports medicine. She was a 
student trainer in sports medicine 
and served as manager of the 
university’s NCAA, Division 3 
football teams. She graduated 
magna cum laude. 

Siegel was the only female in 


college ROTC, one of a small. 


group of women at that time 
commissioned in the military. 
She went on to earn a master’s 
degree in business administration 
from the University of Mary- 
land, College Park; retired from 
the army as a major, and went on 
to become the youngest president 
of, and second woman to join, 
the Greenbelt Lions Club. 

But that’s not the end of her 
record of achievement. Currently 


she works full-time and attends 
Columbia Union College at night, 
where she is a candidate for a 
bachelor’s degree in elementary 
education. | | 
Greenbelt Is Home ; 
Not even her 16-year military 
career could pull up Siegel’s 
Greenbelt roots. “I loved grow- 
ing up in Greenbelt,” she says. 
“I’ve seen a lot of places and 
there’s nothing like Greenbelt. In 
terms of the amenities it offers, a 
$3 million recreation program. 
Where else do you find that?” 

_ Siegel grew up mostly on 
Maplewood Court. “We grew up 
[going] to Greenbelt Lake, and 
we went to the pool every day,” 
she said. “I think Greenbelt is a 
fabulous place to live and raise 
kids.” : 

Siegel says you just don’t get 
the same sense of community in 
other places. “I’ve lived places 
in the military in a fourplex 
where I didn’t know two of my 
neighbors, but I can tell you who 
everybody in my [GHI] court is.” 

In 1984, when she started 
graduate school at the University 
of Maryland as part of her mili- 
tary training, Siegel bought a 
house in GHI. Upon graduating 
she was stationed at the Pentagon

“members” of the GHI commu- 
nity concluded that a “young girl” 
such as myself could not be 
trusted to responsibly care for my 
pet. Some members of the two 
groups questioned my motives. for 
requesting a slightly taller fence, 
stating that they “cannot be sure 
that she (myself) is being honest 
with us when she says that the 
dog is not vicious and that the 
dog will be kept inside during the 
day.”

GAC’s Doctor Faustus 


Features Strong Leads

Does the name Christopher 
Marlowe sound familiar? If one 
talks about William Shakespeare, 
on the other hand, many people 
immediately associate Elizabethan 
theater and have at least a fair 
knowledge of Shakespeare’s best 
known plots. This, however, ts 
not true when’ one mentions 
Marlowe, (born in 1564, the 
same year as Shakespeare) who 
many scholars consider to be a 
close equal to the much more fa- 
mous Shakespeare. Unlike 
Shakespeare, Marlowe died at age 
29 and therefore only wrote a 
few plays. “Doctor Faustus,” 
which currently runs at the 
Greenbelt Arts Center, is one of 
the best known. 

Marlowe’s source for the play 
was a famous German legend 
(the same later used by Johann 
Wolfgang von Goethe for his 
play “Faust”). It was written 
around 1588, when Marlowe was 
merely 24 years old. There are 
several editions of the play. The 
two most popular ones have been 
published in 1604 and 1616, re- 
spectively. 

Gretchen Jacobs, who directed 
this difficult play for the 
Greenbelt Arts Center, used an 
“amalgamated” text for her pro- 
duction. 

Anyone not too familiar with 
the story is advised to study it 
before seeing the play, so that 
one can enjoy the performance 
without having to worry about 
the language and the sometimes 
confusing plot (there are over 40 
characters). 

Essentially, the play is about 
Doctor Faustus’ loss of God and 
éxperiment with black magic and 
devil worship. Mephistopheles (a 
lord of devils), summoned during 
one of Faustus’ black magic ses- 
sions, promises Faustus wealth, 
power, and longevity, in exchange 
for his soul. 

Whereas the German version 
focuses on Faustus’ struggle to 
repent and be saved by God, 
Marlowe’s play centers on 
Faustus’ blasphemy and his un- 
willingness to lead a moral life to 
save himself from damnation. 

As grim as this. subject might 
sound, the play is actually very 
funny. Jacobs’ cast did not, miss 
the play’s humor during their sec- 
ond performance on Saturday Oc- 
tober 21. Gregory Brian, in the 
title role, played excellently 
alongside Eric Daughtry as 
Mephistopheles. The relationship 
of these two characters is essen- 
tial as they have more lines and 
playtime than most other charac- 
ters combined. Jacobs did a fan-

tastic job casting two compatible 
actors who conquered both hu- 
morous and dramatic scenes. 

Ian Blackwell Rogers, who 
played Robin, Bruno, Covetous- 
ness, Marino, and a devil, also 
had a great night on stage. It is 
obviously in this actor’s blood to 
portray exaggerated characters 
with ease and great comedy. 

Other noteworthy actors in- 
cluded Larry Graves as Lucifer 
and Benvolio, who handled these 
dissimilar characters with bite. 
Further, the audience was pleased 
with Victor Carr as the Pope, 
First Scholar, and Carter; Kristi 
Fletcher, as the Evil Angel, 
Lechery, and a hostess; and 
Christy Mylks, as the Good An- 
gel, and in many other roles. 

Some characters, however, had 
difficulty with the play, its lan- 
guage, and the several very dif- 
ferent roles assigned to them. 
Several actors did not come alive 
until the end of the play. Occa- 
sionally, one noticed quite a few 
confused, rather than amused, 
faces in the audience. 

The costumes by Jennifer 
Braun, Rebecca Clark Flynt, Joan 
Jacobs, and Hopi Auerbach, how- 
ever, were creative and appropri- 
ate. A nice idea, for example, 
included that the Good Angel

Dead Bird Hotline 


West Nile Virus is transmit- 
ted by birds bitten by diseased 
mosquitoes. The virus is ulti- 
mately fatal to the birds so 
the presence of dead birds is 
something of which to be 
aware. 

The MD Department of 
Agriculture has opened a dead 
bird hotline at 1-888-584- 
3110. People who discover a 
dead bird are asked to call the 
hotline. A series of questions 
will be asked to determine 
whether or not to pick up the 
bird. Individuals will be in- 
structed to wear hand protec- 
tion, to double bag the bird 
and place it on ice. Shouid 
no one arrive within 24 hours 
to claim the bird, it may be 
disposed of.

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Treats, not Tricks 
For Halloween 


Halloween can be safe and 
happy for children if parents 
make sure there are no tricks in 
the Halloween treats. Parents 
who are concerned about their 
children’s Halloween goodies can 
take a few steps to be sure that 
children’s treats are safe to eat. 

Rose Ann Soloway, clinical 
toxicologist at the National Capi- 
tal Poison Center, offers the fol- 
lowing advice: give children a 
favorite meal before they go 
trick-or-treating so they won’t be 
too tempted to snack; instruct 
children not to sample any good- 
ies before getting home; inspect 
all Halloween treats before chil- 
dren eat them; discard any un- 
wrapped goodies; discard any 
homemade goodies, unless you 
are certain who provided them; 
inspect fruits to be sure that the 
skin is intact; inspect wrapped 
candy to be sure that the wrap- 
pers are intact. If you're con- 
cerned, cut into fruits and candy 
to be sure that they look the way 
they should. 

Do not take candy to be x- 
rayed. X-rays cannot detect most 
items that could be inserted into 
foods. Visual inspection is better. 
There is already an increased risk 
of children being hit by cars on 
Halloween night. Don’t add an 
unnecessary car to the road! 

Tricks in the Halloween treats 
are very uncommon; however, if 
parents have concerns about 
candy that may have been tam- 
pered with, they can contact the 
police department. If parents 
think that someone has been poi- 
soned, the staff of the National 
Capital Poison Center will be on 
duty—Halloween night and every 
night.

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Woodlands Group Takes 
Count of Creepy Crawlers

Flies, beetles, ants, termites, 
pillbugs, and other creepy, 
crawly bugs were a major 
topic on the Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. (GHI) Woodlands 
Committee’s August 15 meet- 
ing agenda. Keith Jahoda, 
Woodlands Committee 
chair, summarized the 
committee’s work 
over the last two 
years, discussed re- 
cent insect survey re- 
sults and planned a 
fall foliage tour. 

Active stewardship of 
GHI’s woodlands is a role the 
committee took on as part of 
an agreement with the Mary- 
land Department of Natural 
Resources (MDNR). MDNR 
designated GHI’s forest acre- 
age as agricultural for which 
GHI receives a tax reduction. 
For that reduction, GHI agreed 
to a course of action to protect 
the forest, to monitor the 
forest’s health, and to offer 
forest educational activities to 
residents. 

Seven plots in GHI’s forest 
have been designated as moni- 
toring sites. Committee mem- 
bers perform various mainte- 
nance tasks, take measure- 
ments and do analyses on 
these sites to monitor the 
forest’s health. In the past 
two years, members have tried 
several erosion control meth- 
ods, performed trail mainte- 
nance, and held forest clean- 
ups. 

For the forest cleanups, 
which yielded such diverse 
items as mattresses, couches, 
sleeping bags, a shopping cart, 
electric grills, and even the in- 
nards of a piano, the city picks 
up the debris that volunteers 
haul to a nearby street curb. 
“The city has been very good 
to us,” Jahoda said. Recently, 
the Public Works Department 
has begun leaving a dump 
truck near the cleanup site and 
picking it up later making it 
easier to collect the debris. 

Insect surveys are a part of 
the committee’s monitoring ac- 
tivities. At two different sites 
over a few evenings this Au- 
gust, GHI member Jay Evans, 
a BARC entomologist who 
specializes in bumblebee re- 
search, led the surveys with 
his. wife Franchesca, another 
BARC colleague and several 
Woodlands committee mem- 
bers and supporters. 

At both sites, a white sheet 
was strung between two trees 
with a flourescent light hung 
close to it. The spectrum of 
the ultraviolet light appeals to 
insects. They will fly close to 
the light and hang on the sheet 
as long as the light is on. 
While bugs accumulated on 
the sheet, volunteers turned 
over rocks and logs, and 
counted all the crawling, 
squirming, jumping insects be- 
fore they got away. “I learned 
_that springtails were under ev- 
ery stick,” said Jahoda. 

“Doing insect surveys is the 
classic way to teach entomol- 
ogy. Other than a white sheet 
and a fluorescent light, all one 
needs is a good 40x to 60x 
dissecting microscope to iden- 
tify the insects,” said Evans. 
About 10 p.m., after each sur- 
vey, Evans folded the sheets to 
capture the insects then froze 
them for later identification. 
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After Evans identified all 
the roaches, ants, flies, beetles, 
and moths,168 insects were 
counted and categorized into 
seven orders and 46 families. 
At one survey site in a low ly- 
ing area with an intermittent 
stream nearby, flies 
accounted for 75 per- 
cent of the insects col- 
lected. At the second 
site, a drier upland 
area more densely 

forested, plant suck- 

ers and true bugs 
represented about 70 
percent of the population col- 
lected. Ants, bees and wasps 
represented the next largest 
population at both sites. 
Evans noted that the dominant 
population at each site was 
true to the nature of the site. 
Flies need water to breed. 
Plant suckers and true bugs 
(have a forewing with half a 
wing) feed on leaves, plants, 
mammals, and other bugs. “I 
was surprised the surveys were 
so different from my recollec- 
tion of the samples,” said 
Jahoda. 

These insect surveys will 
serve as baselines for future 
surveys. If in further surveys, 
specific insect population 
counts increase or decrease 
dramatically, this would indi- 
cate a change in the forest en- 
vironment. Evans recom- 
mended annual sheet surveys 
on all seven of GHI’s sites as 
a quick, easy survey method.

not taking a position on the ballot 
questions. However, a few Demo- 
cratic .candidates and officials, in- 
cluding both county representatives, 
Steny Hoyer and Albert Wynn, 
have supported repealing the limits. 
Delegate Rushern L. Baker III of 
Cheverly chairs the Committee to 
Restore Democracy that was orga- 
nized to support the two ballot 
questions. That group hopes to 
raise $80,000 to use for mailings 
before the election. 

Opponents of term limits argue 
that voters should have the right to 
choose whoever they wish for elec- 
tive office and that officeholders 
who have garnered the trust and 
support of their constituents should 
not be forced to step down from 
office simply because of a restric- 
tive law. Supporters of term limits 
contend that incumbent officehold- 
ers have an inherent advantage in 
an election campaign, because they 
have achieved name recognition 
from holding office and advantage 
in fund raising because of their as- 
sociations with lobbyists and spe- 
cial interest groups. 

Voters should be aware that ap- 
proval of the ballot questions will 
repeal term limits. Therefore, sup- 
porters of term limits should vote 
against the two questions, while 
those opposing term limits should 
vote for them. 

Other County Questions 

Five ballot questions relate to 
approval of county proposals for 
bond issues. Authorization to issue 
bonds is proposed for the following 
amounts and purposes: Public 
safety facilities (including fire de- 
partment facilities) — $15,387,000; 
community college facilities — 
$18,500,000; library facilities — 
$2,968,000; public works and trans- 
portation facilities (including roads 
and bridges, parking lots, and main- 
tenance facilities) — $117,516,000 
and county buildings — 
$17,726,000. 

Question H, the last county bal- 
lot question, asks voters to approve 
or disapprove a proposal to reduce 
the residential base benefit refuse 
fee rate by $20 and to impose a 
new commercial rate. For many 
years the county charged a solid 
waste fee on each residential prop- 
erty tax bill of $50 for the mainte- 
nance and operation of solid waste 
facilities. However, it was not able 
to impose such a fee on commer- 
cial properties. If this ballot question 
passes, the county will then be able to 
charge commercial properties and 
reduce the residential fee by $20. 

State Questions 

There are two statewide ques- 
tions on the ballot, although the 
impact of the questions apply only 
to Cecil and Prince George’s Coun- 
ties. For this county, authorization 
is sought for quick take condemna- 
tion of some property in the area 
between the Suitland Federal Cen- 
ter and Silver Hill Road. In nor- 
mal condemnation, the government 
doing the condemnation cannot take 
possession or make use of the

said Councilmember Edward 
Putens. This is not to be an of- 
fice, he continued, and the rang- 
ers are mature enough and well 
instructed enough to know what 
to do, he added. 

If the ranger station was taken 
out, maybe more toilets could be 
fitted in the women’s restroom, 
argued Roberts. He said he had 
heard that ladies need more potty 
space at public facilities so 
maybe, he thought, the ladies 
were not adequately taken care of 
in this building. 

Putens and Councilmember 
Thomas White kidded Roberts 
not to go into that line of ques- 
tioning and get stuck in it. 

Facade 

Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
said he was concerned that the 
plan shown by city staff looked 
like a building out of time - 
CMU is a modern material. He 
said he thought of something 
with a rustic character, maybe 
stone or wood. He said he had 
seen drawings in the Greenbelt 
museum of buildings planned for 
the park that were not art deco, 
but more evocative of a Civilian 
Conservation Corps type of build- 
ing. 

Turnbull was the only one 
who harkened back to the 1930s, 
said White. This is a utilitarian 
building, he said, and this con- 
struction is on track because it 
requires minimal maintenance. 
There would not even be a 
thought of a building in this park 
if it were not for a long-held de- 
mand in an over utilized park, he 
continued. Roberts said he was 
against stone at the worksession 
because he thought it looked like 
a national park building. He said 
he had requested staff to present 
a variety of materials, but only 
one was presented.

CMU is presented as a pre- 
ferred choice because it is main- 
tenance free, replied Director of 
Planning and Development Celia 
Craze. 

Putens said he was not con- 
vinced about block and stone, 
maybe wood and stone would be 
better. Craze replied that CMU 
was more economical because an 
interior finish does not have to be 
done. 

As to roofing material, Davis 
suggested a natural roof and Rob- 
erts suggested a slate roof.

her as a little girl. “They didn’t 
really see me as a woman; they 
saw me as one of their kids’ 
friends,” said Siegel.

Konrad Herling, of Ridge 
Road, also urged council to look 
at the entire Center. He suggested 
a charrette, which he described as 
a “friendly architectural competi- 
tion,” to look at ways to “make 
the center work.” 

“You have to have a willing 
seller,’ Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts told the crowd. “We 
need to take advantage of the of- 
fer we have now,” he said. 

Councilmember Thomas White 
went further, cautioning those 
present that changing the focus to 
buying the entire Center could 
jeopardize the city’s opportunity to 
buy the theater. “Why give light 
to [the idea of buying the whole 
Center] when it’s not realistic?” 

Andy Carruthers, of FOGT, 
spoke in favor of city acquisition. 
The theater draws many nonresi- 
dents who otherwise might not 
come to Greenbelt. (At least five 
of the speakers and 22 of the e- 
mailers do not live in Greenbelt.) 
While there, they patronize other 
Center businesses. A theater clo- 
sure would be bad for Roosevelt 
Center and would put a conspicu- 
ous business failure in the heart of 
the city. 

Cinema Café? 

Pat Kennedy, who opposed city 
acquisition, said that a cinema 
café is the only viable concept for 
the theater. (There was a proposal 
for such an operation in 1988; 
however, the proposed operator 
pulled out after the city had 
worked to get state laws changed 
to allow it.) However, Lee 
Shields, a Greenbelt Pioneer who 
proclaimed himself a member of 
Friends of Greenbelt Yesterday 
(FOGY), declared he was 
“aghast” at that idea. The crowd 
laughed when Pat Brent, president 
of the board of the New Deal 
Café (located in Roosevelt Center 
across from the theater, and which 
sells sweets and such to theater 
patrons), declared her opposition 
to converting the theater to a cin- 
ema café. 

Operator 

Even without a change in con- 
cept, some of those present op- 
posed allowing current operator 
Paul Sanchez to run it for the city. 
Cheryl Griffith, who misses the 
films once shown by the nov 
closed Key Theater in Washing- 
ton, D.C., said that Sanchez does 
not understand programming for 
the niche market. Shields op- 
posed giving the present operator 
any money, even 5 cents. 

Barbara Stevens, on the other 
hand, supported Sanchez, saying 
that the films he selected were, 





Bob Schnable of College Park (at the micro- 
phone) was one of the 27 members of the audi- 
ence to address council at the public hearing on 





with few exceptions, wonderful 
and well-chosen. FOGT also sup- 
ports contracting with Sanchez to 
run the theater if the city acquires 
it. 

Other Uses 

Some speakers had other op- 
tions for the theater. Kelby Brick 
said that with 575,000 deaf and 
hard of hearing residents in Mary- 
land, the theater would draw from 
a very broad area if it installed a 
captioning system. He supported 
purchasing the theater, but only as 
the centerpiece for a broader busi- 
ness development plan for the Cen- 
ter. 

Dennis Jelalian noted that the 
theater has not been profitable 
since at least the 1960s. This 
shows, he argued, that there is 
nothing the city can do that would 
make it yield a profit. However, 
Jelalian believes that the theater 
could be profitable as-a multiple- 
use facility. He urged council to 
purchase the theater along with 
stage lights, a television projector 
and additional sound equipment. 

Where Is It? 

The theater will never be prof- 
itable, some argued, so long as 
people cannot find it. Several 
speakers referred to how much 
they enjoyed coming to the theater 
once they had found it or once 
they became aware of its existence. 
Eileen Peterson urged council to 
work with the state to get larger 
directional signs on Greenbelt 
Road and Kenilworth Avenue. She 
also suggested that those present 
each invite a friend to the theater. 
Pay for their ticket the first time, 
she predicted, and the next time 
they come, they'll bring a friend. 

Bob Miller of Bowie said that 
he couldn’t find the theater until a 
year and a half ago. Now, he 
says, he won't go to see a movie 
elsewhere if he thinks it will come 
to this theater. 

Mary Kemp, of Ridge Road, 
said that she started coming to 
Greenbelt for the theater and 
eventually moved here. 

Passing the Hat 

The Friends of the Greenbelt 
Theater (FOGT) are raising funds 
to help keep the theater open while 
the city explores acquisition. Al- 
though Sanchez said that it’s hard 
to know how much he will need to 
Stay open, he had earlier given fig- 
ures of $8,000 to $10,000. During 
the meeting, FOGT literally passed 
a hat and raised $2,000 toward its 
$6,000 goal. (The group has al- 
ready raised $7,000 to support 
Sanchez’s operation.) 

Still Unknown 

Many details of the proposal are 
still unknown. Davis noted that 
the city has not yet done mechani- 
cal, environmental or lead inspec- 
tions. It has not drawn up detailed

Council will now begin to pre- 
pare to fill in some of these blanks 
in an executive session. Davis told 
the crowd that holding closed 
meetings. does not.mean council is 
“trying to keep secrets from you 
all.” However, since many of the 
issues deal with legal matters or 
preparing for negotiations, they 
need to be private. Any actions 
will have to be approved in open 
session, she noted. 


Bowie State Grant 
Supports High Techs 


Three hundred area workers will 


be trained for high tech jobs witha 


$1.6 million grant recently awarded 
to Bowie State University. The 
U.S. Department of Labor grant is 
designed to help minority colleges 
and universities train workers in ar- 
eas where companies face labor 
shortages. The program primarily 
targets African Americans, single 
mothers and individuals 
transitioning from welfare to work. 

“By providing someone with a 
marketable skill, we are giving 
them the keys to success,” Con- 
gressman Steny Hoyer commented, 
in announcing the grant. “This 
grant ... creates a partnership to 
serve the local businesses while em- 
powering some individuals who 
might otherwise be left behind on 
the information superhighway,” he 
said. 

The grant will be used by Bowie 
State University in conjunction with 
Prince George’s Workforce Service 
Corporation, Prince George's 
County Chamber of Commerce, 
Prince George’s County Board of 
Trade, B&W Technologies and 
Goodwill Industries. 

Funding will be used to develop 
a pilot program to provide job 
readiness skills and assist with 
childcare costs during training and 
internship periods. On-the-job men- 
tor programs, recruitment projects 
and internships will be provided by 
various local businesses.
